The proposition contains some 
puzzling aspects which the officials 
find difficult to fathom. 
It all comes 
about as a result of counties voting 
dry under tbe Roee county local op­ 
tion law. 
Manufacturers and dealers 
in "near beer” sold in dry territory 
are dally making inquiry as to what 
per cent of alcohol the substitute for 
the real article may contain and be 
exempt from the Aikin $1,000 tax, and 
in each case the reply has been that 
all beverages containing one-half of 
1 per cent or more of alcohol are 
subject to the tax. 
This is the United States govern 
ment regulation, and while It has been 
temporarily adopted by the state as 
its standard, a close examination of 
the state law indicates that all liquors, 
if they only contain one seventeenth 
per cent of alcohol or even the small­ 
est fraction thereof, for that matter, 
are subject to the tax, and this Inter­ 
pretation of the statute Is borne out

Columbus, O.. Dec. 12.—Gov. Harris 
will not Issue his call for the extra 
session of the legislature this week, as 
he had expected to do, but will instead 
issue it early next week. A persistent 
rumor going the rounds that the gov­ 
ernor had changed his mind and would 
not issue the call, the governor dis­ 
misses with the 6hort statement that 
it is entirely untrue and that the call 
would have been Issued this week If 
he had not been too busy to get to it, 
and that it will positively be Issued 
next week. 
In connection with the extra session 
Rnd the fight to prevent a caucus, it is 
interesting to note who will have In 
charge the calling of the caucus. It 
is usually called for each house by the 
oldest member in point of years who 
is also the oldest in point of service 
in the assembly. 
It is thought this will throw' the duty 
of issuing the call for the caucus of 
state senate members on Senator Law­ 
yer of Ashtabula, while the house call 
will be issued by Representative Craw­ 
ford of Athens. Representative Craw­ 
ford is well known as a Foraker man 
and is Foraker's choice for speaker; 
and despite Senator Foraker's opposi­ 
tion to a caucus it is not likely that Dr. 
Crawford will refuse to act, as nothing 
will be gained. If he should do so, the 
duty of Issuing the call for the house 
caucus will then devolve upon either 
Carl Braun or R. R. Reynolds of Co­ 
lumbus, whichever is oldest In point 
of years, as each Is serving his third 
term. Representative Braun Is under­ 
stood to be opposed to Foraker. and 
the Foraker forces are claiming Mr. 
Reynolds, but his friends say he is for 
Harry Daugherty. The joint senatorial 
caucus, which will in reality elect the 
next senator, will be called by the 
chairmen of the two previously held 
caucuses, that of the senate and that 
of the house.

Dauphin county court before which 
the men had been tried. 
The de­ 
fendants are John H. Sanderson, Phil­ 
adelphia, tbe contractor for the fur 
ni?hing3 and decorations in the $13,- 
000.000 capitoi; James M. Shumaker. 
Johnstown, who was superintendent of 
the board of public grounds and build­ 
ings during the period of the furnish­ 
ing of the building; William P. Sny­ 
der, Spring City, former auditor gen­ 
eral of tbe state, and William L. 
Mathues, former 
state 
treasurer. 
These men, with Joseph M. Huston, 
Philadelphia, the architect of the great 
building, were charged with conspiracy 
to cheat and defraud the state in con­ 
nection with furnishing and decorating 
the capitoi, but Huston secured a sev­ 
erance and bis trial has not yet come 
up. 
The four defendants were tried 
last spring and were convicted as 
charged. 
They Immediately appealed 
for a new trial, but argument was not 
heard until after the Dauphin county 
court had disposed of a second con­ 
spiracy trial In which the defendants 
In the first case were also among the 
accused and were acquitted. 
Several 
other defendants, of whom there were 
14 in all, remain to be tried. One de­ 
fendant died and another was removed 
to a sanitarium, having broken down 
mentally during his trial. 
The capitoi scandal Is one of the out­ 
comes of the political revolution in 
Philadelphia In 1905, following which 
a Democratic state treasurer was 
elected. He discovered and made pub­ 
lic alleged irregularities and the prose­ 
cutions followed.
